Regarding the recent visit of Gheofghin-Dej to Moscow* General Radesou 
stated that Gbeorghlu-Dej had reported great sucoess and that the Russians had 
proalaed that sm 2500 railroad oars would soon be made available for the use 
of the Aimaniana for their own internal needs. Ihe Russians also intimated to 
<fcearghiu-D* J that as toon as the requirements of the military situation 4<>uld 
permit it# the control and operation of the nuauxlan transportation *y item would 
be restored to the Rumanliais* however# no definite date was fixed or promised 
for the tasaian performance of either of these proaitee. General Aadescu com-
